News Agency reported today that Gen. Henri Giraud had 
proposed to Gen. Charles de Gaulle that they join forces by 
establishing a “provisional central power” in North Africa 


with themselves presiding. 

The proposal, the news agency 
said, was contained in a letter 
dispatched by Gen. Giraud from 
Algiers on April 27. 


The letter pointed out it was added, 


that Giraud and de Gaulle would 


not form a “duumvirate,” since the} 
responsibility would be shared by!

tral power,” which would consist at 
first of the present French overseas 
council and later of consulative 
bodies. 
FAVORS PROCLAMATION 

The agency quoted Gen. Giraud 
as saying that when France is lib- 
erated a government must be set 
up on a legal basis emanating from 
pre-armistice legislation. Gen. Gi- 
raud was said to have proposed a 
proclamation addressed to the 
French people announcing this.

Edmonton Has First Claim 


The Government will apparently find 
no trouble getting tenants for the houses 
to be built here by Wartime Housing. More 
than 400 applications for the 250 houses 
planned have already been received at the 
city hall, though the building operations 
have not yet started. Perhaps this very 
definite assurance that the houses can be 
rented as soon as they are ready for oc- 
cupancy will hurry along the construction. 

It should help also to bring a favorable 
response to priority applications made by 
private parties who want to build for their 
own accommodation or with a view to sell- 
ing or renting. The housing shortage in 
Edmonton is a known and present reality, 
not a suppositious condition nor a prospec- 
tive need. All the hundreds of houses pro- 
jected could be filled up at once if they 
were in being. 

War needs of course come first, and 
materials being scarce these needs must be 
met whatever cramping and crowding civ- 
ilians may have to put up with. But there 
cannot be any place in Canada where a 
serious shortage of housing is more clear- 
ly known to exist or where the demand is 
more likely to be permanent. This should 
count strongly in Edmonton's favor when- 
ever the supply of materials will permit 
concessions being made to civilian require-

Canada Needs More Trees 


Arbor day did not arouse much interest 
in Edmonton this year. But that does not 
mean that forestry is not a matter of im- 
portance to the people of Alberta. It only 
means that locally the two ideas were not 
associated as they should be. 

Edmonton just now is badly in need 
of moie houses than it is likely to get. 
Building materials are woefully scarce, so 
scarce that priorities have to be obtained 
from Ottawa, with agreement at Wash- 
ington, in order that lumber for house- 
building can be secured. 

At the same time trees are being cut 
down in this and the other provinces faster 
than there is any likelihood they are being 
replaced by new growth. The war has 
struck our forests a cruel blow, while it 
has diverted the forest-products from con- 
Structive use to the ends of destruction. 

The only way to repair the damage is 
to plant trees and take care of those which 
nature provides by the dropping of seeds 

rom trees already growing. There should 

therefore be keen interest in Edmonton, 
as in every other part of Canada, in the 
forestry conference held at Toronto. A 
vigorous and well-directed reforesting pol- 
icy is one of the needs of Canada. It has 
been postponed too long. 

There are nof many ways in which the 
people of today can help to promote the 
well-being of their children’s children so 
much as by seeing that the forests of the 
Dominion are made an ample and per- 
petual heritage.

But Bulgaria's part in the war has been 
only the role of Mussolini up to the down- 
fall of France. Boris’ spirit was willing, 
but the spirit of his people was not. Bul- 

arian troops were not sent to Russia— 
or the odvious reason that they would 
likely have joined the Russians and fought 
the Axis. And the added reason that Tur- 
key might take the opportunity to regain 
Some of the territory Bulgaria took from 
it thirty years ago. 

When Herr Hitler rounded up his sat- 
ellites recently and demanded more men 
for his armies Boris was in line, and was 
told he should do something more for the 
cause than sit on the fence and glare at the 
Allies. The May-day riots were evidently 
the reaction of the populace of his capital 
to his attempt to carry the Fuehrer's or- 
ders into effect. They may have marked 
the opening of a show-down between 
Boris and his subjects.

Later despatches explain that the 
“heavy loss” of Allied fighters was not 
due to the Jap airmen who raided Port 
Darwin, but to tropical storms, The Spit- 
fires chased the raiders too far out to sea 
and got caught in the gales.

As a generalization, ® is true to! 


say that the convention proved 
that the Liberal party in Ontario 
has never been divided. What ap- 
peared to be a fissure running 
clean through the party was actu- 
ally merely a surface crack. All 
efforts to deepen it failed and in 
the result of this convention the 
party is probably more united than 
at any time in the past. : 
To place the various personalities 
in proper relationship to the events 
of the past few months, it is neces- 
sary to glance back over the re- 
cord. What actually happened at 
the convention on April 29-30 
simple. Mr. Nixon was elected 
leader on the first ballot and by 
a large majority. The defeated 
candidates promptly rallied to him 
making the choice unanimous. Mr. 
Hepburn, it became known, had 
resigned the leadership three days 
before the convention met and he, 
too, had made it clear that he 
favored Mr. Nixon as his successor 
Mr. Hepburn entered Ontario 
politics in earnest in 1934 when he 


os 


defeated the Henry government. In | 


1935 he was the Young Napoleon 
fresh from his triumph of the year 
before and eager to help the Do- 
minion party. He campaigned for 
Mr. King and clearly expected spe- 
cial recognition from the Dominion 
leader after Mr. Bennett had been 
defeated. Mr. King gave him none, 


for which no doubt Mr. King is to | 


be blamed. 


Hostility 

Mr. Hepburn’s resentment grad- 
ually developed into hostility. His 
dislike of Mr. King steadily de- 
teriorated into personal hatred, col- 
oring his policies. His judgment be- 
came warped and he was led into 
extremities of language and action 
from which even the most devoted 
of his followers shrank. As the feud 
became more bitter, he gradually 
lost his hold on his party and in 
the end his leadership was forfeit. 
He paid the final score when Mr. 
Nixon supplanted him. 

It is now evident that during 
these years, and more particularly 
since the outbreak of the war, Mr. 
Hepburn was conscious of his wan- 
ing popularity with his own party. 
Yet rather than abate his personal 
hatred of Mr. King, he turned for 
support to other groups. At one 
time he seemed all but committed 
to an alliance with the Conserva- 
tives. He bid for their support in 
his crusade against the C.1.O. in 


193). Still later he strove desper- 
ately fu: Labor support. Last sum- 
|mer he made open advances even 
to the Communists. Mr. Hepburn 
|did not willingly surrender his 
| place and power. He tried in every 
conceivable way to replace the sup- 
port he was losing in his own 
party.

| These irrational changes of atti. 

tude, of course, were but a part 

of his anti-King campaign; and 

they obscured the actual effect of 
jhis feud upon his own fortunes, 

| Thus his bitter attacks on Mr. King

Mr. Hepburn cam- 
paigned for Mr. Meighen and 
shared the ignominy of the defeat, 
Mr. Hepburn also took the stump 
in other Federal by-elections, 
speaking against Dominion Liberal 
candidates, always without success, 

And, at last, at the convention 
at Toronto, there was no discuss- 
ion of provincial affairs. The one 
point in which the convention was 
in trested, in judging the candidates 
for leadership, was their attitude 
towards Ottawa. The convention, 
overwhelmingly, was of the view 
that the King govérnment has done 
and is doing a good job in this war. 
And in choosing Mr. Nixon, they 
chose a man who has consistently 
supported the King government and 
without exception defended its war 
record. No question of political 
politics divided the delegates and 
Mr. Nixon made it clear that he 
had no quarrel whatsoever with the 
provincial policies of the Hepburn 
government, of which he was a 
member up to last fall

They seem never to show off to 
the best advantage 

Elther the child svorns the guests 
and won't give them even a glance, 
or eise be or she wants to be the 
“whole cheese” and gallop in front 
of the strangers, capturing their 
eyes to the exclusion of all else 

Both parents and guests should 
ask themselves reasonably wha 
can be expected of children If 
honest, they will admit that they 
may be flustered in the presence 
of strangers and say and do things 
they deplore later in their calmer 
moments. 

Take it for granted that a child

boy, or mannerly 

In, fact, if forced to do so, he will 
exbibit his disagreeable personal- 
ity aspects, as a matier of course. 
Hell want to be left alone and if 
he ism't heli act up te his parent's 
dismay. 

The natural born exbibitionist, 
who can't be happy unless some- 
one is observing and admiring him, 
may be even harder for the parent 
or guests to bear. A little of that 
behaviour goes a long way with 
everyone.

vaded Russia, 

Under this article, a Polish army 
was to be organized on Soviet soil
